Is Delinquency Increasing? 

“The increase in our court work has blossomed four- 
fold in Victoria,” said city juvenile officer Lyle Somers.

year.” 

“That's just court cases, 
that.” 

Sgt. Victor ‘Pr itiey, Oak Bay juvenile officer, said the 
average annual increase in delinquency hasbeen 342 per 
cent during the past decade, — 

“That seems ridiculous. But those are the figures.” 

Harry Adams, Saanich juvenile officer, said 20 cases

of juvenile delinquency in 1349 grew to 242 in 1958 “and 
we're just touching the surface.” 

“Each year the number seems ‘to be doubling.” he said 
So far this year there have been 155 cases and I'm sure that 
in a month or two we will have had the same number as for 
all of tast-year.” 


Whose Fault Is Hh? 


“Lack of control by the parents,” said. Mr. Adams. 
“Sometimes a mother will phone me to say her child is 
definitely beyond her controt—and the child is only five 
years old! 


“Every night is Halloween here. Juvenile delinquents 
have no respect for property, They'li smash things and 
steal. And when you ask them why, the only answer you 
get is. ‘For something to do*.” 

He said many parents don't-know where their children 
are at night or who their companions are. 

Mr, Somers said parents “continually blame society but 
they forget they are society.

“it has jumped from 125 cases in 1949 to 500 cases last 


year.”
